MUST ELYRIA STAND FOR IT? 


By the new announcement of the Gas Com 


pany, Wednesday afternoon, Friday afternoon 
md all day Sunday the City of Elyria will be 
without any gas. 
To be sure it has not very 


nuch any of the time, but it has been making a 
stab at getting along, after some fashion. Bui 
low the Gas Company says, without asking 
eave, without any consultation or counsel. "We 
ire going to shut the gas off at these periods." 


It will be noted that the change on Sunday 


fl from twelve o'clock noon, to eight o'clock in 
he morning for turning it off. It will be turned 
»n at five. This is due, we suppose, to the preach- 
TS having waited upon the Gas Company and 
ibjected to turning the gas off at noon, as they 
elt it would disturb the church service. 


How simply the Gas Company remedied it. 


Lll they had to do was to turn the gas off four 
tours earlier. It takes brains to run a Gas Com- 
iany. The whole city is inconvenienced under 
he present conditions. It means great financial 
)ss to a number of institutions, and all of this 
aconvenience and all of this loss should be met 
rith a smile if this is the only way that the mains 
an be repaired. ^If there is an emergency exist- 
ig which requires the shutting off of the gas of 
te city we should meet the loss, and the incon- 
anience. the dangers of asphyxiation, and of 


blow-ups, and everything else; for necessity 
after all is the supreme law. 


But if there is no such necessity and these 


repairs could be made in a manner without in- 
convenieniing the public, without loss to the 
city, and with less danger to the people, we say 
that not only should the Gas Company do it, but 
the city administration should see that the Ga 
Company does do it. 


And we declare that if there is another way 


of doing it, and the Gas Company simply takes 
this method for its own convenience, that their 
attitude upon it amounts to an insult to the city, 
to its officers and to its citizens. 


Now let us see if it could be done in some 


other way. What is it that is being done? The 
main line out on the Telegraph Road between 
here and Whiskeyville is being taken up, a few 
lengths at a time, the pipes taken apart and the 
joints re-rubbered so as to prevent leaks. 


The way it is now being done is to shut off 


the gas, and a large length of pipe taken up by 
the workmen in a leisurely way, operated upon 
for several hours, joints fixed and the pipe re- 
placed. Is there another way ? Of course there 
is. The company knows there is. Representa-j 
tives of the company have admitted it, and thei 
way is very simple. 
• 
1 


There are extra lengths of pipe which could 


be laid along the side of the trench. These extr 
lengths could be joined together in the proper 
manner. If, however long a length the company 
desires, whether it be a quarter or half mile, this 
could be done while the gas was still flowing 
through the main into the City of Elyria. Then 
instead of cutting the gas off for five hours, a! 
midnight it could be cut off for a half hour anc 
this long piece that has been prepared droppec 
into the trench and only two connections would 
need to be made, one It one end of the long 
length, and one at the other; or shorter pieces 
could be put in in the same way. There would 
be no need of shutting off the gas more than 
thirty or forty-five minutes in any case, and it 
could be done after six-thirty in the evening. 


The Gas Company has the extra pipe and 


they could get more if they needed it. 


The loss to some firms runs into hundreds 


of dollars a week the way they are now doing it. 
The extra expense to the Gas Company would be 
very small in doing it the way we are suggesting 
it. 


Will they do it this way for the conven- 


ience of the citizens? They will not. They are 
running their institution on the plan of, "Let the 
public be damned/' and they care no more for 


the inconvenience and loss to the people 
the city than they cared over denying the 
zens an opportunity of referendum upon 
increase of price, or than they did in den 
some of our citizens extensions which their 
tract would make them give. 


We have not examined iftljp^e law go' 


ing this matter, but we certainly jbelieve t" 
there could be any redress in our courts thro' 
enjoining the Gas Conrjtony fion£handling 
matter in this manner, it •ebo^ld^be doBe 
done forthwith. 
' 


Irreparable injury is being done lin 


trade and the city generally, and we are 
that the mayor is directing the City Soli 
get busy and protect the citizens' rights in 
matter. We believe that if the city fails to 
tect us that we may be able to take action ay 
payers, but we should not be compelled to do 


We are not surprised that the Gas Com; 


should take this method when there ia a 
courteous, kindly and helpful way to petf< 
work, for at no time has it shown fliMr 
to treat the citizens of the city afcjpin, and 
would have to be some singular change 
management at headquarters for it to _' 
more consideration to the citixens than it 
pelled to do by the law, in th* haadi of 
cials.

Now, Mr. Johnson, I am going to take up the very 


discussion to which you refer. You admit that the in- 
crease which you ask would be equal to the investment 
of $400.000.00 at 7 per cent, which is a fair rate of inter- 
est, but according to your original proposition you de- 
clared that what you needed for additional equipment 
was only half this amount, namely $200,000.00. I can- 
not help suggesting, Mr. Johnson, that your idea on get- 
ting 7 per cent on double the amount that you claim you 
need must be on the basis of Mrs. Means'famous state- 
ment to the Hoosier school master, "Git a plenty while 
you 're gittin,' sez I." 


You are right about the rates being high, but that 


has been for a very brief period, and will probably con- 
tinue for only a short time. 


You spoke of the Preferred Stock of The Cities 


Service Company which owns the Electric Company, 
and you are right about the Preferred Stock, because it 
is limited in, the rate of dividends. But how about your 
Common §tockl According to quotations at this writ- 
ing it is'selling at 290. This is nearly 300 per cent on 
its par value. Now I notice that the net earnings for 
The Cities Service Company for the twelve months end- 
ing July 31st were more than $22,000,000.00, a gain of 
over a million for the preceding twelve months, and 
that the earnings for each share of Common Stock for 
the twelve months was $40.94. I presume that the 
Common Stock has a valuation of $100.00 per' share. 
This would give the earnings on the Common Stock for 
the year something over 40 per cent. 


Do you think it is exactly fair, Mr. Johnson, to dis- 


CUfls the question of the Preferred Stock when as a mat- 
ter of fact that amount is limited and your earnings on 
the Common Stock are unlimited? While the amount 
of Preferred Stock in your company is nearly double 
that of the Common Stock, the earnings were sufficient 
to take care of even the dividends on the Preferred stock 
several times over. • 


Now to,go into the figures further, your gross earn- 


ings for last^ug.ust showed an increase over the earn-' 
ings of one; year ago last August of $713,000.00 and your 
erpenses^tjjKitig. all of the companies into consideration 
showed an increase of but a little over $4,000.00 for the 
same month, and actually for the eight months ending 
'August 31st or the first of Sept. Your gross earnings 
for the eight months ending August 31st were an in- 
crease of over $3,000,000.00. compared with the same 
months a year ago, and your expenses, taking them on a 
whole, for the eight months decreased over $7,000.00 
compared with a year ago. This shows exactly what I 
have contended right along, that there are some com- 
panies from which you are making great profits.

I think my letter, Mr. Johnson, was quite clear in 


regard to what I meant when I said a halt should be call- 
ed and I insist on repeating the sentiment which I then 
gave by saying that one of the things that has aided the 
railroads in putting them in the terrible condition which 
our whole transportation system is now in, has been 
that years ago they constantly over reached and got 
legislators to do their bidding and wherever they could 
dig in and get more they did it. If a contract hurt them 
temporarily, they tried to get it changed, but if it hurt 
the other fellow and was to their benefit, they never 
made a change, and I say that it is time that the people 
called a halt in making changes in contracts in the inter 
est of corporations who are making so much money out 
of their Common Stock now that it is selling for nearly 
300 per cent of its par value unless there is a disposition 
to change at other times when it is probably unfair to 
the city.

In the City of Elyria there are approximately 
4,000 families. ' In the City of Lorain, on the basis of 
37,000 population and counting 5 to the family, there 
are over 7,000 families, but we will call it 7,000; plus the 
4,000 in Elyria is 11,000. $6.00 a family makes an in- 
crease of $66,000 for the year. For the month it would 
be $5,560, but you say your increased freight 
rate is 


double the amount, so your increased 
freight

amount to $11,120 for the month. 


I understand that the increase of freight per ton to 


which you refer in your previous paragraph is .76 and 
you would get the number of tons that you use per 
month, which, according to my figures is 14,600, in 
round numbers, but as a matter of fact, you have told 
me that the total coal used at the plant, is only half this 
amount. Had you better not figure it out again? There 
may be many similar mistakes in your figures if you 
look into them. 


To be perfectly fair, however, Mr. Johnson, I will 


admit that 7,000 tons of coal at an added freight rate of 
.76 per ton is a very large amount added to the expense 
account for the month. It would amount to about one- 
half of what you say it would, but it would amount to 
enough to pretty nearly exhaust the increase you ask 
for. That element of expense is a serious one to every- 
one concerned and, I know that it is a natural desire and 
plan for all lines of business t# unload that increase up- 
on the ultimate consumer. 


Unfortunately your contract has a little over a year 


to run. At the end of that time it certainly must be 
taken into consideration. Now you say: 
i 


need additional equipment to meet this peak load that 
therefore it should be borne by the domestic consumer 
any more than it should be borne by the power consum- 


You need, according to your statement, additional 1 


equipment, because your peak load is increased. The 
elimination of either light or power would obviate your 
difficulty, but you have no more right to claim that it is 
due to the domestic user than to maintain that it is ex- 
clusively due to the power user. 


A fair rate to each is determinable and the rate of 


the one should not be incresaed by failure of properly 
changing the other, and as long as I see other places like 
V"*~*-*O 
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Norwalk, Cleveland and Berea charging the domestic 
user much less than you charge us, I am certainly no 
convinced that it is just to still add on the rate to the 
domestic consumer. 


What would you think of selling your current to the

railways, telephones, gas and electric light and power, then 
admit fairly how far these things are responsible for what 
we are today. 
I'll venture the statement that The Lorain 


County Electric Company has done as much for making this 
cit> what it is, as any corporation doing business in the city 
today." 


"Do you think this country could have grown as it has 


unless the public seivlce corporations Just mentioned had been 
permitted to be successful7 
Do jou think they could have 


continued to render service at a loss? You know what hap- 
pened to the railroads and the increase they had to have to 
meet increased expenses 
The Increase to freight rates re- 


cently granted costs us about twice what we would get from 
this rate increase. Where do you think we are going to get 
the money? 
You would call a halt on them would you? 


When you call a halt on fair return In any business, you halt 
the business, no matter what business H is, be It electric com- 
pany, newspaper or peanut stand. We are getting paid for our 
bci\lce on the standard of five to eight years ago and trying 
to meet 1920 bills with the proceeds." 


"You would call a halt on companies who are seeking 


relief from contracts made before the war. 
You know that 


the war brought conditions that no one could foresee; when 
i*e made that agreement It was at the lowest price possible 
under conditions then prevailing. Since that time everything 
has changed 
You can't name a single thing to be purchased 


in this city that hasn't Increased in the last six years except 
electric light rates " 


"You 
speak of our having a monopoly and for that rea- 


son should do business at a loss 
The difference between our 


monopoly and yours is that our business is controlled to such 
an extent that we can't establish a rate without a vote of the 
people and you can charge anything you can get away with. 
The people did not express their wishes at the polls on your 
increase In price." 


"Answering your question as to whether we hare ever 


reduced our rates because proflts have been abnormal profit, 
but we have never made more than a 4 per cent return and that 
some years ago. 
You have had the opportunity to conduct 


any Investigation you want to. Why don't you make an effort 
to arrive at the facts of the eaae instead of by implication, at- 
tempt to create a false Impression? 
You ask me to be fair, 


you ought to try it yourself; It's great." 


"Please let me reply further to your repeated effort to 


confuse the question regarding the location of factories ia this 
city and how the lighting rate affects the situation. 


"As I have previously mentioned the rates to power 


users and light users are entirely independent; the former are 
established or controlled by The Public Utilities Commission 
and the lighting rates by the City Council. They are entirely 
Independent o£ each other, there is no question on this point. 
In the second place, however, the lighting rate and the ade- 
quacy of it does affect the power situation and in this way 
For about seven months of the year it Is necessary that -we 
ha\e sufficient transmission line, sub-station and distributing 
capacity to handle our lighting and power loads simultane- 
ously. This is particularly the case from about October 15th 
to March 15th. 
Our present equipment will carry the com- 


bined lighting and power load only with extreme difficulty; 
obviously we cannot safely add to either without endanger- 
ing the whole 
Certainly we cannot add power business In 


new factories to the detriment of present lighting and power 
customers, it is apparent event now, that some of our pres- 
ent power customers may have to suspend operations not 
later than four o'clock in the afternoon, because we will not 
be able to deliver sufficient power to Elyria to carry the light- 
ing load at the same time the factoriea are in operation 


"It should be apparent to you from the above, that the 


lighting customers are the ones who put the peak load de- 
mands upon a central station and for whom Investments must 
be made to give peak load service. We cannot make the in- 
vestments to give this service when the service is supplied at 
a loss 
The equipment we now have Is not sufficient to give 


full service; there is only one answer and that IM a rate suffi- 
cient to allow additional investments." 


"You lay considerable stress on the recent trend of 


prices downward and say that you can prove that prices are 
coming down 
I can prove to you that if prices came down 


to where they were in 1917, that eveh with the increase 
asked for, added to our present rate it will not show a profit 
and I can further prove to you that prices are still a long 
ways from those prevailing in 1913, when the present rate 
was Inaugurated. 
(Bradstreet's index number waa then 86 
now it is 179)." 


"I am not theorizing; I am talking facts. 
You are usini, 


every effort to avoid facts and figures and to raise a cloud of 
dust to blind the e>es of the people to the leal merits of our 
claims." 


'•Your paper is in a large sense a public utility. You are 


impressed with a public interest and you owe a public duty 
to this city 
That Interest and that duty is to bring to the peo- 


ple of this city, true and correct information whether that 
be on the matter of the increase to the ele'ctric or any other 
subiect, and to consider those subjects on their merits." 


"I am not attempting to tell you how to run your busi- 


ness. 
I don't know a thing about newspaper work, but the 


policy of any enterprise, it seems to me, should be to encour- 
age growth and progress of other enterprises. Neither can be 
realized unless those enterprises can secure sufficient Income 
to meet their needs." 


"I have noted particularly your closing paragraph, In 


which you say that the idea seems to prevail that the more 
people pay for gaa and electricity the better it is for fhe city. 
To a certain extent and within certain limits that may be true! 
The growth and development of a city is absolutely depe'nd- 
•nt upon its utility services water, electric light and power, 
gas transportation and communication. A city can't progress 
unless these agencies are kept at the peak of efficiency. They 
can't be kept at the peak of efficiency without adequate In- 
come. 
Every reason that can be advanced to show need of 


the coming increase in water rates is even more applicable 
to our own case. Are you going to attack the water rate In- 
crease, which I understand, Is to be not I en than fifty per 
cent, on the ground that it is more blessed to give than It is 
to receive? 


"In closing I want to again thank you for your gener- 


oeity. I trust this communication is not too long to be pub- 
lished in a single issue. 
I don't want to impose upon g»od 


nature, but one can say a lot when the cause la a Just one."
